Parents have the choice of 
applying for their Family Allowances or not claim¬ 
ing the allowance and claiming the full deduction for 
iheir children under Income Tax. If they claim the 
Family Allowance, the amount of deduction from tax 
Mowed for children under the Income War Tax Act 
will be reduced by the amount of any Family Allow- 
a nee received. Anyone who is uncertain whether or 
not he or she wifi benefit from Family Allowances 
more than from Tax Deduction should register 
for the Family Allowance and in this way be 
on the safe side. Incomes may change during the 
course of a year.

Therefore tho 
1915 yield on stubble in many dls- 
trb ts <w ill depend almost wholly on 
precipitation received in tho grow-
